Gentlemen: 

At  your  request,  I  have  audited  the  books  and  underlying  records  of  the 
City  of  Manchester  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1973  and  in  this  connec- 
tion am  submitting  my  report  consisting  of  exhibits,  supporting  schedules  and 
comments. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

The  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  audit- 
ing standards  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  and  finan- 
cial records  and  such  other  procedures  as  was  considered  necessary  in  the 
circumstances.  I  examined  or  tested  the  accounts  and  records  in  the  various 
City  Departments  as  well  as  the  Financial  Resolutions  and  other  authorizations 
affecting  the  finances  of  the  City. 

The  general  books  of  the  City  are  kept  on  a  cash-accrual  basis.  Except 
for  the  Taxes  and  Accounts  Receivable,  the  books  reflect  cash  receipts  and 
disbursements  during  the  year.  However,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  unpaid 
departmental  commitments  are  recorded  to  charge  the  department  with  these 
items  and  to  accrue  the  outstanding  liabilities. 

BALANCE  SHEET  — REVENUE  ACCOUNTS 
EXHIBIT  A 

The  Balance  Sheet,  Revenue  Accounts,  reflects  the  financial  condition  of 
the  City  of  Manchester  as  at  the  close  of  business  December  31,  1973.  The 
Balance  Sheet  also  includes  Special  and  Restricted  Funds.  The  increases  and 
decreases  for  the  various  accounts  for  the  years  1972  and  1973  are  shown  on 
Exhibit  L. 

CASH  ON  HAND  AND  IN  BANKS  —  $2,496,190.43 

The  cash  in  the  various  banks  was  reconciled  both  to  the  bank  statements 
and  the  independent  confirmations  received  directly  from  the  depositories 
while  the  cash  on  hand  was  verified  by  count  during  the  audit. 

A  substantial  number  of  checks  issued  and  cancelled  during  the  year  were 
compared  with  the  cash  disbursements  records  while  the  cash  receipts  recorded 
were  traced  to  the  bank  deposits.  The  bank  reconciliation  necessarily  encom- 
passes both  the  Revenue  and  Non-Revenue  Cash  since  the  Finance  Office  cash 
account  includes  both  of  these  items.  Of  the  total  cash  in  the  Revenue 
Accounts,  $305,027.43  is  unavailable  for  City  purposes. 
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TAXES  RECEIVABLE  —  $1,863,211.77 

RESIDENT  TAXES  RECEIVABLE  -  220,480.00 

The  Property  and  Resident  Tax  Warrants  for  the  year  1973  were  com- 
pletely footed  and  proved  to  the  records  in  the  Tax  Collector's  Office  and 
the  City  Finance  Office.  Additional  assessments  and  abatements  were  ex- 
amined for  proper  authorization. 

Exhibit  A,  Schedule  2  discloses  the  differences  between  the  controlling 
account  and  the  balances  verified  on  May  31,  1974.  Several  hundred  verifica- 
tion letters  were  mailed  requesting  confirmation  ofthe  outstanding  balances 
and  any  differences  reported  to  me  were  thoroughly  investigated  and  satis- 
factorily explained.  Postings  of  the  tax  receipts  to  the  various  tax  ledgers  were 
test  checked. 

TAX  TITLES  —  $212,492.75 
TAX  DEEDS    —       14,262.91 

The  above  items  represent  property  acquired  because  of  nonpayment  of 
taxes.  Requests  for  confirmation  were  mailed  to  verify  the  outstanding  balances 
in  the  Tax  Titles  Account  as  at  May  31,  1974. 

ACCOUNTS  RECEIVABLE  —  $209,463.85 

The  records  in  the  Finance  Office  as  well  as  those  in  the  City  depart- 
ments were  examined  in  support  of  the  balances.  No  independent  verification 
was  sought  on  the  outstanding  accounts.  As  shown  on  Exhibit  A,  Schedule  4, 
most  of  the  Accounts  Receivable  are  in  the  School  Department. 

ACCOUNTS  RECEIVABLE  —  WATER  WORKS  —  $192,449.35 

Exhibit  A,  Schedule  5  discloses  the  activity  in  the  Accounts  Receivable 
—  Water  Works  for  the  year  1973.  Several  hundred  verification  letters  were 
mailed  requesting  confirmation  of  the  outstanding  balances  as  at  November  22, 
1974.  A  large  number  replied  concurring  with  the  balances  as  reflected  in 
the  books. 

ACCOUNTS  PAYABLE  AND  ACCRUALS  —  $1,590,432.70 

Departmental  commitments  were  accrued  at  the  end  of  the  year  with 
corresponding  charges  to  the  departmental  appropriations.  Exhibit  A,  Schedule 
6  details  the  outstanding  balances  for  the  various  departments  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

1973  REVENUE  SHARING  —  $664,890.80 

This  caption  represents  that  portion  of  the  Revenue  Sharing  receipts 
which  has  been  transferred  as  income  to  1974  or  subsequent  years. 

REVENUE  APPROPRIATIONS  BALANCES  —  $915,580.37 

Exhibit  A,  Schedule  7  shows  the  activity  in  the  Appropriation  Account, 
and  Exhibit  G  discloses  the  balances  carried  forward  to  1974  as  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen. 
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WATER  REVENUE  —  $192,449.35 

This  amount  represents  the  uncollected  Accounts  Receivable  of  the 
Water  Works  and  is  credited  to  their  appropriation  when  the  accounts  are 
collected. 

1974  REVENUE  COLLECTED  IN  ADVANCE  —  $37,634.99 

The  1974  permits  and  fees  collected  in  1973  are  reflected  in  the  above 
amount. 

TAILINGS  —  $11,102.72 

This  item  represents  the  outstanding  checks  for  wages,  fees  and  miscel- 
laneous items  transferred  to  the  Tailings  Account. 

OTHER  FUNDS  —  $39,614.09 

Cash  for  these  items  is  included  in  the  caption  "Cash  Unavailable  for 
City  Purposes."  No  portion  of  the  Cafeteria  Fund  was  audited  since  the 
City  merely  acts  as  a  depository  for  this  account. 

DUE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 
ON  RESIDENT  TAXES  —  $33,784.50 

The  above  liability  is  due  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  on  Resident  Taxes 
and  penalties  when  collected  on  the  1971  and  1972  Levy. 

REVENUE  OF   1973  AND  PRIOR  YEARS  —  $1,542,669.43 

The  changes  in  this  account  are  shown  on  Exhibit  A,  Schedule  8.  A 
summary  of  the  operation  for  the  current  year  is  shown  on  Schedule  8A 
while  the  activity  in  the  Estimated  Revenue  accounts  is  shown  on  Schedule 
8B.
